1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 15, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Iriyama et al (6,175,451) in view of Orino et al (5,530,577) or Cato (5,229,593). 

Iriyama et al discloses a free space optical communications system 
comprising: a first optical transceiver (Figs. 1 and 2) mounted to a window 
(121,1 50); the optical transceiver comprising: a set of transceiver optics and 
electronics for transmitting and receiving an optical signal; and a multi-axis 
positioning mechanism mounted to the window and coupled to the set of 
transceiver optics and electronics for controlling an orientation of the set of 
transceiver optics and electronics such that outgoing optical signals emitting 
from the transceiver are directed toward another transceiver so as to 
enable bi-directional communication between the optical transceivers. 

It is well known in the art to use identical transceiver at both end of the optical 
communication system so that the same design for the transceiver can be used at both 
end of the system and such reduce design cost and installation cost and time (see 
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Orino et al (5,530,577) or Cato (5,229,593)). It would be obvious that the transceiver of 
Iriyama is suitable and most likely mounted in a building to accommodate the 
transmission of the communication signal in a facility or office building (see Fig. 2 of 
Iriyama). 

Claims 19 and 20 recite product by process limitations; therefore, these claims do 
not distinguish over the reference (see In re Marosi, 218 USPQ 289 (Fed Cir. 1983)). 

3. Claims 16-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1-14 are allowed.
